U.S. Senate Democratic Candi¬ 
dates debated at Durgin Hall, Thurs¬ 
day, September 6th.

Editor of the Lowell Sun was the 
moderator. Present at the debate were 
all 4 candidates, David M. Bartley, 
Michael J. Connolly, John F. Kerry, 
and James M. Shannon. Elliot 
Richardson and Ray Shamie, the 
Republican Candidates were also in¬ 
vited to the debate, but opted to at¬ 
tend a debate sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters, the same 
night at Faneuil Hall, in Boston. 

The distinguished guest of panelists 
included; Natalie Jacobson. WCVB- 


TV; Arnold Friedman. Springfield 
Union; James Ragsdale. New Bed¬ 
ford Standard-Times; and Ken Bot- 
ty, Worcester Telegram-Gazette. 

The University of Lowell, being in 
Senator Paul Tsongas’ home town 
was a great choice for the candidates 
to come out and debate the issues fac¬ 
ing the person who will replace the 
Senator. The Middlesex county vote 
is a crucial one for all the candidates. 

Connolly and Shannon made their 
2 minute opening statements. Connol¬ 
ly commented that he would work on 
“a certain range of issues.” Shannon 
said that there is alot of “critical 
choices” to be made and that he 
would “roll up the sleeves and work 
on the issues." Because of the tardi¬ 
ness of Kerry and Bartley, they were 
not able to make their opening 
statements. 

On the issue of taxes, each of the 
4 candidates had different comments 
to say about it. Shannon will propose 


changes in tax laws and pick up 
revenues because it is inevitable and 
necessary. Connolly feels that he can 
help the possibility of a simplified tax 
in the longrun. Kerry said that clos¬ 
ing the lupoles in the structure will 
reduce taxes. Bartley feels that there 
is a “basic unfairness in the tax sys¬ 
tem and we all know it.” 

Shannon got the audience roaring 
when he got on the defensive about 
an issue that he was asked about by 
Natalie Jacobson. Shannon was asked 
by Jacobson about his relationship 
and potential conflicts with the busi¬ 
nesses, specifically Mass. Mutual 
Bank. Shannon replied, “Any person 
who feels he will be corrupted by 
these influences shouldn’t be running 
for public office.” 

The debate was successful. All four 
candidates feel that the democratic 
nominee is very important to this race 
regardless of who it is.

Rules of Conduct

As we begin another academic year, 1 would like to remind you of specific 
policies in effect concerning student conduct in and about University con¬ 
trolled buildings. 

1. I.D. CARDS: All students musiimmedialely surrender their University 
of Lowell l.D. Card upon request by an authorized University of Lowell offi¬ 
cial. Dorm staff and Campus Police are authorized University personnel. 

2. VANDALISM AND MISUSE OF UNIVERSITY PROPERTY .Where 
responsibility has been determined, the individual student(s) will be billed 
by the Business Office. 

3. MISUSE OF ELEVATORS: Students overloading, jamming, or in any 
way misusing the elevators in Fox Hall Student Union Building are subject 
to a costly fine for their actions! (Minimum $35.00 fine per person.) 

4. WEAPONS: Civil Statutes prohibit the possession of fire arms, fire works, 
or any other device of an explosive nature in residence halls. Those found 
in violation of this regulation can be dismissed from the residence halls. 

5. DRUGS: Any and all drugs considered illegal are prohibited from the resi¬ 
dence halls. 

6. THROWING OBJECTS FROM RESIDENCE HALLS WINDOWS AND 
ROOF: There are six possible basis for the imposition of criminal liability 
with varying degrees of punishment when individuals are identified as hav¬ 
ing thrown objects from windows or roofs of the residence halls. These fines 
and punishments range in severity from one hundred dollars ($100.00) to 
one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) and from one month imprisonment to as 
much as ten years. 

NOTE :A student who fails to comply with the above regulations and all 
University regulations that relate to the safety of persons and/or the protec¬ 
tion of the University property may be subject to Administrative Dismissal.

Amendment Aims to Increase Pressure 


Rep. Gerald Solomon, author of 
the law that denies federal aid to stu¬ 
dents who refuse to register for the 
draft, says he may soon introduce a 
new law to apply even more pressure 
on students to sign up with Selective 
Service. 

The measure aims to punish 
schools that set up special funds to 
support students who lose federal aid 
because they refuse to register with 
Selective Service. 

“My impression is Congressman 
Solomon would be encouraging 
schools' attention to concurment with 
the Solomon amendment, which is 
the intent of Congress and the U.S. 
law," says Jeff Gleason, a Solomon 
aide. There is no evidence any 
schools actually have set up student 
support funds, but Gleason claims 
“some have said that’s what they in¬ 
tend to do." 

Harvard, Northwestern, Swarth- 
more and Yale Universities did an¬ 
nounce plans to give private aid to 


students who can’t get federal aid, 
regardless of the reason. 

Solomon’s new amendment would 
cut off funds to medical, dental, al¬ 
lied and other health profession 
schools that help non-registrants. 
Those funds currently are awarded 
under Title Vll of the Public Health 
Services Act. 

Health educators, like aid adminis- 
tratyors in 1982, are lobbying to alter 
the amendment before it reaches the 
House, claiming it’s not the job of 
schools to force student compliance 
with Selective Service laws. 

“We don’t object to the underly¬ 
ing premise that students must 
register for the draft to get student 
aid, but it is quite another thing to ex¬ 
pect the health professions schools to 
do the job of the Selective Service," 
said Marty Liggett of the American 
Association of Dental Schools 
(ADDS) in an interview with Higher 
Education Daily. 

The American Council on Educa¬ 


tion and the National Association of 
Land Grant Colleges have joined 
AADS to change the amendment 
while other education and profession¬ 
al groups are withholding official 
reaction. 

Even though 98 percent of the 
eligible men have already complied 
with the draft laws, “It’s a question 
of principle," insists Gleason of Solo¬ 
mon’s office. “Even if a large por¬ 
tion of people are abiding by the law, 
uou still want full compliance." 

The illegal activity of a few stu¬ 
dents isn’t fair to those who do 
register or to colleges and universi¬ 
ties which abide by the law, he 
contends. 

As written, the amendment deniew 
grants and contracts to schools which 
refuse to comply, Gleason says, and 
will affect only those schools. 

“Remember, he (Solomon) is not 
sure he’ll even offer the amend¬ 
ment," he adds. “He’ll decide before 
the House sessiion begins."

DIET TIPS TO AVOID 

For students entering their First year of 
college, those initial months of indepen¬ 
dence can be very exciting and very hec¬ 
tic. The campus environment is un¬ 
familiar. and many freshmen must adjust 
to living away from home for the First 
time. College freshmen often are so busy 
adjusting to their new lifestyle that they 
fall into a pattern of eating on the run at 
fast food outlets and pizza shops. If they 
are not careful, many freshmen go home 
for Thanksgiving break not only with 
broader horizons, but with broader waist¬ 
lines as well. 

George Blackburn, M.D., director of 
nutrition support services at New England 
Deaconess Hospital in Boston, says, 
'Freshmen need to be aware of the 
beneFits of a healthy diet in helping them 
to sleep well and remain alert during the 
da> They also need to know what foods 
contribute to weight gain. The point to em¬ 
phasize is prevention and the idea is for 
the freshman to head off to school with 
a diet and nutrition plan and to put it into 
effect immediately.” 

The First step in the plan, Blackburn 
says, is to designate one outFit, such as a 
pair of pants or a skirt that normally Fits 
well, as a reference point. If the clothes 
start to feel snug, it is an early warning 
that one’s diet is not in control. 

“People get fat by eating fat,” says 
Blackburn, “so to limit the chances of run¬ 
ning into difficulties while adjusting to a 
new environment, the best route to take 
is to stay away from fats.” Foods with a 
high fat content include: fast foods; fried 
foods; drinks and cereals high in sugar; 
cakes and cookies; ice cream; and some 
luncheon meats. 

Foods low in fat and high in nutritional 
value are: fresh and frozen fruits and 
vegetables; whole gram breads, mufFms. 
or crackers; Lean meat and Fish; cheese; 
plain >ogurt; and fruit and vegetable 
juices. 

Biackoum The louu caiouc con¬ 

tent of a day’s worth of food for a seden¬ 
tary student should be about 12 calories 
per pound of body weight. So. a 125 
pound person should eat approximately 
1500 calories a day. But this can be aver

aged out during the course of each week. 
For example, “he says, “those who know 
they'll be eating snack food or drinking 
a lot of soda at a weekend party should 
budget those extra calories into the calorie 
count, and reduce the amount of food eat¬ 
en at other times during the week.” 

Blackburn recommends eating three 
regular meals daily: breakfast might con¬ 
sist of one to two ounces of cereal and fruit 
juice; lunch of spaghetti, potato, rice, or 
vegetables; and dinner with meat. Fish, or 
chicken. 

A freshman's life is often anything but 
regular, however, and it can be difficult 
to Find the time to eat a hot, hearty meal 
during the hours the dining hall is open. 
If students must eat on the run, Blackburn 
says, the least fattening and most satisfy¬ 
ing foods to consume are soups and raw 
fruits and vegetables. “Keep in mind 
too,” he says, “that many people think 
they’re hungry when they’re thirsty. 
Water is very important. Low-fat milk is 
one of the great appetite satisFiers, and can 
be consumed in liberal amounts, eight 
ounces two to three times a day.” 

Another important component of a 
weight control plan is daily exercise. 
Blackburn suggests a program consisting 
of about 30 minutes each day. “There is 
nothing more important for adjusting to 
freshman life than to get into an aerobics 
program of walking, jogging, or aerobic 
exercise or dance. These are significant 
factors in controlling diet, being good to 
one’s body, and keeping it physically fit.” 
Exercise also is a good source of energy. 
Blackburn recommends a brisk walk and 
a cool shower as a quick pick-me-up. 
Freshmen often consume excess amounts 
of caffeine for extra energy, but Black¬ 
burn says coffee and diet drinks should be 
taken in moderation. 

Blackburn says, “It is very easy for 
freshmen to stay in shape and avoid gain¬ 
ing weight. They just have to be in a 
preventive mode and have a plan: eat regu¬ 
larly. get a good amount of sleep, and have 
a good exercise regimen. If freshmen fol¬ 
low their diet plans, they will not only 
keep themselves healthy and fit, they will 
get the most out of college that they can.”

ATTENTION!! All University of Lowell students this is a warning. When 
the semester ends and you receive a letter from the registrar there is most 
likely a problem. 

“We regret to inform you that you have.been suspended from the Univer¬ 
sity of Lowell.” This single sentence can take the fun out of semester break. 
Another way of saying this is that you have been thrown out of ULowell 
for not meeting a minimum GPA. 

Sometimes you can be shy of the minimum by .034 points and be suspend¬ 
ed. Close does not count when it comes to a GPA. You can have a passing 
GPA in the “warning” category which is far from a 4.0 but it keeps you 
in school. But, if you are in the warning category for two semesters it is 
automatic suspension, there is nothing you can do, you’re out. 

The University has options for you, but talk to the Registrar, he can tell 
you the best way to go.

CHIEFS DROP OPENER 

ULowell Football will be good. It’s just a matter of when. 

Despite an opening game loss last Saturday, a 3 1- 14 defeat at the hands of Chargers 
of New Haven, the University of Lowell Football team has all the tools to become 
formidable in Division 111 Football. The defense is a proven commodity, led by Harry 
Dodakian (linebacker) and Bill Mara (safety) and a strong veteran unit which epitomized 
the concept of the “New Look” Chiefs. Quarterback Danny O’Connor and Running 
Back Gary Errico will provide leadership when the Chiefs have the ball. The offense 
is young and unproven yet fine performances should be expected from Linemen Charlie 
Bartolomeo and Don Hodges, with Split End John Copley providing thrills in the passing 
game. 

However, last weekend, the offense started off on the wrong foot as they fumbled 
5 times in the first half (they had possesion only 8 times) giving ample opportunity 
for the Chargers to open a 17-0 lead at halftime. In fact, the defense should be praised 
for their work in stopping UNH as the offense regrouped. 

And regrouped they did. After the Chargers scored their third touchdown on a 46 
yard bomb (in fact, all the touchdowns were the results of big UNH plays, never a 
sustained drive), the Chief offense took command. An interception by safety Bob Kelter 
set up a Dan O’Connor to Dan Williams touchdown pass to get the Chiefs on the Board. 
On their next possesion Gary Errico ran, O’Connor passed, and John Copley caught 
to put Lowell in a comeback position, still behind, 24-14. 

In the fourth quarter, Ulowell was caught deep in their zone and even with Dan 
Collins punting prowess, the Chargers subsequently scored, rounding out the scoring 
at 31-14. 

The Chiefs take to the road next week also and returns to the friendly confines of 
Cawley Stadium Sept. 22 for the 1984 home opener.

Football Outlook: Hopeful 

A new season full of new hopes, 
new dreams, and new goals opens 
this Saturday (Sept. 8) for the univer¬ 
sity of Lowell Chiefs Football team. 

Head coach John Perreault's Chiefs 
have a guarded optimism as they 
enter 1984 season looking for the 
team’s first winning record since var¬ 
sity football was reinstituted in 1980 
after finishing 4-5 last year. 

Directing the 1984 Chiefs on 
offense will be senior Dan O’Connor 
(Lynn, MA). He completed 47.4% of 
his passes (74 of 156) for 713 yards 
and one touchdown last year. The 6-2 
190 pounder came on strong at the 
end of the 1983 season having his best 
game in the finale against Central 
Connecticut completing 17 of 26 


passes for 177 yards. Perreault is 
looking for this kind of performance 
from his veteran signal-caller.
